He ten hotly and vehemently denied it, said Liebeler hates him es much 
as he does me, and claimed never to have gfetten n single thing from him, nothing iff 
any character. At that time I asked him if he had an extra copy of the Liebeler 9/6 
rpemo on Chapter IY, which one of you had coni ed from his "book" for me. I didn't 
get it from the Archives because there it cost §3.20. I offered to nay nim his 
xeroxing cost, which was a fifth of this. Ho said sure^ he had extra corses, and 
he’d be glad to Send me one at no cost because he didn t need it anymore.
